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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

2. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nishiwaki etal (U.S. Patent Application Publication US 2002/0058737 A1). 

Nishiwaki et a! disclose a substrate such as polycarbonate, polyester etc. 
(Paragraph 0172) coated with a coating composition comprising component (A) a silica 
particle having unsaturated group (Paragraphs 0016 to 0105 and preparation Examples 
1-3), component (B) having 4 or more polymerlzable unsaturated groups in molecule 
and component (C) a methacrylic ester havening an alicyclic group such as 
dicyclopentanyi (meth) acrylate (Paragraph 0125). Nishikavy^ et al also disclose 
addition of additional components such as (b1) comprising a reaction product of 
pentaerythritol tri(meth) acrylate and 2,4-tolylene diisocyanate (Paragraphs 0147 to 
0152). Thus Nishiwaki et al's additional component (b1) meets limitation of claimed 
component (C) and Nishiwaki et al's components (C) meets limitation of claimed 
component (B). 
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Therefore given the teaching of Nishiwaki et al, a person of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of this invention made would have found it obvious to optimize amount of 
each individual components for desired physical properties of the coating. 

No claims are allowed.
